Will Probe Charges on 


Farm Products. 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—(»)~— 

The Agriculture Department in- 
tends to inaugurate this week an 
| investigation of - freight rates 
i charged by railroads and other 
transportation services. 
Secretary Wallace has created a 
division of transportation in the 
department to conduct the investi- 
gation and ultimately to prosecute 
requests before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for reduc- 
tions in the rates on farm products. 
He acted under authority granted 
in the new crop control law. 

The survey will be directed by 
Dr. Ralph L. Dewey, formerly a 
professor of economics at Ohio 
State University but more recently 
chief of the division of transporta- 
tion in the Bureau of the Census. 

While Wallace has asserted that 
transportation charges on farm 
products were out of line with 
prices farmers received for their 
products, officials connected with 
the new division said it was un- 
likely that any attempts would be 
made in the immediate future to 
obtain reductions. 

They said cognizance would be 
taken of the present distressed fi- 
nancial conditions of the railroads. 
Any fight now for rate reductions 
might serve to complicate the 
Failroad problem, they added. 

However, Dewey and his staff 
will prepare to ask lower rates 
Tater. 

The new authority to prosecute 
rate cases before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission gives Wal- 
lace an opportunity to plead di- 
rectly for adoption of his idea of 
flexible freight rates. 

The secretary contends that rail- 
roads should charge higher rates in 
periods of prosperity and lower 
rates in periods of depression.

MANUFACTURED IN MINNESOTA 

A traveling salesman for pottery was quoted 
this week to the effect that, although all his 
wares are made of Georgia kaolin, every item 
was manufactured in Minnesota. 

“Georgia has wonderful manufacturing pos- 
sibilities,” he continued, “but the north already 
has everything set up, and the money is in- 
vested there.” 

Therein is told the story of too many indus- 
tries. The raw material on which they depend 
comes from the south, yet the plants which 
multiply the value of that material many times, 
by converting it into finished, marketable prod- 
uct, are located in the north. It is the result 
of a combination of factors, all of which have 
worked to concentrate industry in the north 
and east and to keep the south in the status 
of a colony, nothing but a source of supply for 
raw products. 

Gradually, during recent years, this monop- 
oly of industry in the north has been weak- 
ened. Many plants have moved south and many 
more have been established in this section. -But 
it is still true that the industrial picture of the 
nation is out of balance. It will remain so 
until all the artificial handicaps against the 
south are removed. 

The high tariff policy is a prime evil to the 
south. It benefits northern manufacturers but 
penalizes southern farmers who must pay that 
tariff in the price of manufactured things they 
buy. At the same time the bulk of the products 
of southern fields and forests and mines must 
be sold at prices fixed by world markets, with- 
out benefit of protective duties. 

The inequitable freight rates, based upon 
point of origin, work another hardship against 
the south. In many industries the cost per 
mile to transport products to market is higher 
from the south than from other points, for no 
other reason than an arbitrary rule based upon 
original shipping points. 

There are other handicaps. One by one, they 
are being overcome and southern industry can 
now visualize a day when it will be able to com- 
pete on equal footing with the industry of any 
section of the nation. One handicap was re- 
moved only last week, the price differential in 
favor of Pittsburgh produced steel over Birm- 
ingham steel. 

There will remain, however, after all these 
artificial inequities are gone, one great ad- 
vantage to the north which is pointed out by 
the seller of pottery. “The north already has 
everything set up, and the money is invested 
there.” 

Southern capital must learn that it may earn 
profits through innumerable channels if in- 
vested in southern enterprise. Whereas, if in- 
vested in the north, its earnings are strictly 
limited to the mathematical rate of dividend

‘ ” WASHINGTON, July 3.—This week 
NEW DEAL “PURGE Franklin Delano Roosevelt rides to the 
wars. He has proclaimed his purpose—to reshape the Democratic 
party into a united instrument of liberalism. He has sounded his 
rallying call—“Let liberals follow me; conservatives, oppose.” And 
now, in his first summer trip, with stops to participate in appro- 
priate primaries, he is, in effect, taking his New Deal to the country 
for the judgment of the voters. 

He is spoiling for the fight. Men who have seen him intimately 
of late report that he. has not been in such fine fettle since the 
fiasco of the court bill. They say that for the first time in many 
months, he sees his way plain ahead, and is confident that he will 
win. , 

As those who should know report his mood, two recent events 
have contributed to his new confidence. First in the phenomenon 
of the stock market, by which even presidents are affected. With 
regard to the depression he has never shared the dire gloom of such 
fiscal advisers as Chairman Marriner S. Eccles, of the Federal Re- 
serve board. He has always expected that an upturn would come 
in September at the latest. But now he believes that it has come 
two months early, and he expects it to have the natural cheering 
effect on the mind of the electorate. 

And second, the cut in steel prices, which he considers as one 
phase of a larger phenomenon, has convinced him that business is 
preparing to go along with his policies. He sees the united front 
of opposition, presented through the winter by the businessmen, 
dissolving. The happy watchword at the White House is, “They’re 


breaking behind the lines.” 

ELA It has been a long, hard pull for the 
” is ANE Sat? President. First there was the bitter 
disappointment of the court fight, the uncomfortable descent from 
a political cloud-cuckooland, in which victory was a matter of course 
and defeat impossible. And on top of that came the new depres- 
sion, which surprised the most optimistic stock speculator far less 
than it did Franklin Roosevelt. 

Looking back, it is possible to discern four stages in the Presi- 
dent’s attitude towards the depression. Like all Presidents, when 
first confronted with bad times he refused to admit their existence. 
Then, when the lines of jobless lengthened at the relief offices, he 
tended to blame it all on someone else. But making a scapegoat 
of big business was not enough, and for another couple of months 
he tried to balance the budget, conciliate the businessmen, and re- 
store ‘“‘confidence.” see 

Finally, the clamors of his closest advisers and his own inclina- 
tions got the best of him. He abandoned budget balancing, began 
to spend again, and resumed aggressive command of his forces. 
Now, more than ever, he is the aggressive commander, 


FOR TWO YEARS ONLY You could hear the new note in his 


recent fireside chat. During the win- 
ter, when he spoke, there was an uncertainty even in his voice. 
It was flat, dull, without the ring of real conviction. But in the 
fireside chat he talked as a man who has made up his mind, who 
knows where he’s going and expects to get there, 

That is the important result of the painful time at the depres- 
sion’s start. The President has decided where he wants to go. It 
was recorded here a few days ago that his ambition has always been 
to effect a political realignment before he must leave his great office. 
He has decided to try it now, to work for realignment at once. 

If the men around him are to be relied on, he is well aware of 
the difficulties ahead. Within his own party, he must struggle with 
the inertia and conservatism of the organization rank and file. He 
must do without the support, or overcome the active opposition of 
other leading Democrats, for beyond his small circle of private ad- 
visers, his new course has few distinguished converts. And al- 
though he thinks “they’re breaking behind the lines” he must still 
vanquish the embittered businessmen. ae 

But his friends say that, having made his decision, he feels a 
free man. What is more, they report, and the facts seem to prove, 
that he looks forward to only two more years of conflict. No seeker 
of office would risk the discord of a fight on his own partys or- 
ganizations, or willingly permit the strife of a réaligrgnent struggle. 
Unless he plans to reach his goal by traveling in the opposite direc- 
tion, he does not want to run again.

Prominent people of all religious and political faiths are uniting 
to sponsor a campaign for “rededication,” their hope and purpose 
being to reawaken our ancient passion for liberty and teaeh us the 
advantages of democracy. 


Such efforts often fail by taking too much for granted and at- f 


tempting post graduate work without first teaching the alphabet. 
It is wise and necessary to rekindle our love of liberty, but we 
must also learn what a free government is and what it is not. 
Some weeks ago a member of the cabinet, addressing young men 
who had worn uniforms while getting an education, urged them 
never to forget how much the government had done for them. 


One young rebel interrupted with the question: “Who is the 
government?” 

The question was easier to answer when the nation was young 
and citizens were few. When New Englanders held a “town meeting” 
to discuss public business, every man present realized tat the gov- 
ernm2nt consisted of himself and his neighbors, Together they 
made rules to govern their conduct; chose public servants to do 
necessary work, and agreed to tax themselves to pay expenses. 

The nation’s growth, and the increasing complexity of its man- 
agement, have removed the government so far from the people and 
given it such powers that many now regard it as a vague and 
mysterious force, self-created and self-perpetuating, impersonal 
and unaccountable as the wrath of God, to which the people owe 
everything and from’ which they may obtain everything. 

But a principle isn’t affected by size, and complexity of organi- 
zation doesn’t change ownership. 

The government is still you and your neighbors. It has no exist- 
ence or power except by your will. Its officials are your hired men 
and you pay their salaries, 

Do you owe the government anything? The question is whether 
you owe your neighbors anything. What have they done to place 
you in their debt? . 

Does the government owe you anything? Well, do your neéigh- 
bors Owe you anything? And what have you done for them, that 
they are obligated to support you? 

The government is not “they” but “we’—a stock company in 
which each of us is a* shareholder; a mutual service compaay to 
which each contributes to pay for certain general benefits. 

Freedom lives only so long as officials remain hired men, 
answerable to their bosses. It is dead when official will is law and 
criticism of an official invites punishment.

“Congress shall make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion, or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom of 
speech, or of the press; or the right of the peo- 
ple peaceably to assemble, and to petition the 
government for a redress of grievances.” 

“The right of the people to be secure in their 
persons, houses, papers, and effects, against 
unreasonable searches and seizures, shall not 
be violated... .” 

“No person shall be ... deprived of life, 
liberty, or property, without due process of law, 
nor shall private property be taken for public 
use without just compensation.” 

“The powers not delegated to the United 
States by the constitution, nor prohibited by 
it to the states, are reserved to the states re- 
spectively, or to the people.”

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Sunday—Here we are again at the most 
significant holiday of the whole year for every citizen of the United 
States, the day on which our forefathers proclaimed the Declaration 

“4 se of Independence. None of us should forget the 
d courage that was shown by that little handful 
of men, speaking for such a pitifully small group 
of people. The reason we should not forget it is 
that we need courage today to meet entirely dif- 
ferent situations. They are perhaps even more 
difficult, and yet with years of experience, with- 
out tremendous resources both in material things 
and human beings, it is hard to believe that we 
will lack the courage to solve our problems today. 

I have just read a book by Edna Ferber called 
“Nobody’s in Town.” This book is two short 
novels; I think the second one, “Trees Die at the 
top,” would make good reading for everybody 
on the Fourth of July. There are several novel- 
ists who are great favorites of mine—Willa 
Cather, Edna Ferber, Dorothy Canfield Fisher, 
Fannie Hurst—and no one, it seems to me, can 
do as well as Edna Ferber what she has done in 
this story. 

In this country we do need to be reminded of our antecedents, 
so as not to allow ourselves to get soft physically and excuse it by 
saying that the strains on us today are different, and that we must 
meet them in different ways. True, they are different, but qualities 
which met pioneer difficulties are needed to meet the problems of 
modern civilization. When the physical world provides you with 
luxury and ease, you must not deteriorate in inner qualities, and 
that is one of our dangers. 

A young man said something to me the other day which I have 
treasured ever since, for it is a philosophy which we all might 
well think about. “Luxuries,” he said, “do not hurt us if we work 
for them. They will not hurt our children if our children are con- 
scious of the fact that each thing which we acquire has demanded 
from us labor of some kind.” As an example he cited his small 
children, who though barely two and four years old, had been 
taught to take care of each new purchase for the home just as if 
it were their own. When they heard their parents talk about a 
piece of furniture, they realized that it represented work and thought 
and they treasured it. 

In contrast, an older man was telling me yesterday how his 
grandchildren troubled him. “Fine children,” he said, “but entirely 
lacking in the understanding of what it means to pay in work for 
what you have, and therefore without any sense of the value of 
money in actual labor represented.” 

The Fourth of July is the day for us to weigh ourselves as citi- 
zens, not just to celebrate the citizenship of our forefathers but to 


renew our own,

Nasal Polyp Indicates Underlying 
Sinusitis. 

In the dictionary polyp is de- 
fined, evidently by a doctor who 
flourished 40 years ago, as a “pro- 
jecting mass of swollen and hy- 
pertrophied . mucous membrane, 
as in the nasal cavity of one of its 
accessory sinuses, caused by 
chronic inflammation.” Incident- 
ally Webster’s 1935 edition doesn’t

even mention cri, much less define 
I call that a bit reactionary, 
too, for the word is now widely 
distributed in the vocabulary of 
well educated people. I wonder 
what kind of noise the dictionary 
editors would make if some one 
called for three rousing (Bronx) 
cheers—they wouldn’t know what 
that means.

tigated and the inflammation or 
infection which is generally pres- 
ent in one or more sinuses vigor- 
ously treated after the polyp has 
been removed. 


Polyp swells in damp weather 
and the patient is then most con- 
scious of the obstruction in the 
nose and other symptoms which 
we need not describe in a health 
lesson. It is necessasry to men- 


?tion, however, that polyp in the 


nose sometimes causes obstinate 
“laryngeal” cough and sometimes 
trouble resembling asthma. Polyp 
is easily recognized by the physi-

treatment in any case of constant 
or inter: i1ittent nasal obstruction 
with constant discharge, with or 
without “laryngeal” cough—that 
is, a constant cough that seems to 
be due to irritation in the throat— 
and the characteristic nasal twang 
or lack of nasal resonance in the 
voice, whether polyp is present or 
not.

Answer—“Sweet spirits of niter” 
is an alcoholic solution of ethyl 
nitrite. On long exposure to light 
or air it decomposes and becomes 
acetic acid (vinegar). When fresh 
it is a good remedy to relax the 
surface vessels, keep the skin 
flushed and sweating, in acute 
feverish illness, especially in chil- 
dren, a few drops of it in water 
or other liquid every hour or two. 


Calcified Glands. 


What is the meaning of “calci- 
fied glands at the hila.” Is it pos- 
sible for glands to calcify yet the 
person lives? (Mrs. L. M. E.) - 

Answer—It is a mistake for the 
layman to attempt to interpret 
technical language. The phrase 
that aroused your anxiety means 
that the X-ray negative shows 
more than the normal degree of 
the element calcium in lymph 
nodes (not “glands”) at the point 
where nerves and blood vessels 
enter the organ—perhaps the 
lungs. I advise you to leave such 
delving to your doctor. It has no 
serious significance, that’s all l 
can tell you.

NEW YORK, July 3.—The 
“breathing spell” over the long, 
holiday week end is giving Wall 
Street observers an opportunity to 
dig into old records and compare 
the recent reversal of a long 
downtrend with: previous similar 
phenomena. 

And, on the whole, it is found 
that what has happened in the 
stock market during the last two 
weeks has not been unusual. In 
fact, the bear market of 1929-1932 
signalized its termination with an 
upturn which, on a_ percentage 
basis, was even more spectacular 
than the current rise. The percent- 
ages made a rather striking com- 
parison possible in 1932 because 
the recovery was from a_ bear 
market low which was consider- 
ably less than one-half the low for 
the Dow-Jones industrial average 
in March of this year. 

The 1929-1932 bear market 
dragged out to a dreary end on 
July 8, 1932, with the industrial 
average down to 41.22, as com- 
pared with a low of 98. 95 in the 
closing average March 31, 1938.
